TREATMENT OF PLANTS ON ARRIVAL. 


THE PLANTS.—ff in the least wilted. should be placed with paper about them in shallow pans with water comfortably 
warm to the hand, where they should remain twenty minutes to half an hour; this restores their vigor, revives their leaves 
and inereases their vitality. 

SOIL, for potting, should be composed of rotten sod about two-thirds, and one-third well rotted cow manure, thorough- 
ly mixed together. Where rotted sod cannot be conveniently procured, good rich garden soil, with the addition of one- 
third or one-fourth well decomposed manure thoroughly incorporated together, will answer a very good purpose. 

POTTING.—Do not use too large pots at first potting; one size larger than those that the plants were originally grown 
in are the best, and as the pots become filled with roots the plants should be repotted. Putafew pieces of broken pots ir 
the bottom of the pots, and be careful to place the soil firmly about the roots. Do not fill the pots quite full of soil, but leave 
about half an inch space to receive water. One thorough watering should be given, soaking the soil to the bottom of the 
pots; place in a sheltered place where they will not be exposed to the wind or sun for two or three days, or until they com- 
mence to grow.

And How to Prepare the Soil to Grow Them.

when you give them good soil, caltivation and plenty of water. 

THE PREPARATION of soil to grow roses is very essential. and if we expect good results we must make the proper 
arrangements. First Gig your bed 18 inches deep, and if the soil should be black waxy, one-third well-rotted cow manure 
sbould be thoroughly mixed with the soil. First see that the drainage is good, as roses, like most other plants, do not enjoy 
wet feet. and will not thrive in low. wet. soggy beds. Plant your roses well by straightening out all the roots. Ii small pot 
plants, soak the ball of dirt well before planting. Pack the ground hard about the plant, and water thoroughly, so you are 
sure the bed is well soaked to the bottom. Keep all the weeds out of your bed and do not plant Geraniums, Verbenas and 
other plants too close to roses, as they must have good light and sunshine arouna the roots. Cultivate very shallow, just 
enough to keep the top of the ground loose and mellow, After your plants nave started to grow and have gotten a gooG 
hold in the ground, give them a light mulch of well-rotted cow manure or chip dirt. This will keep Gown evaporation and pre- 
yent the ground from baking and cracking. Care should always be taken in cultivating the roses. Never spade or fork your 
oses deep, as it disturbs the roots and injures the plants very seriously.
